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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submissions filed on 03/20/08 and on 04/21/08 have been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowability 
resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in independent claims 5-8 and 15, and at 
least in part , because claims 5, 6, 7, 8, and 15, each recites, inter alia: "said tank is provided, at a 
front face thereof, with an opening portion that is hermetically closed by a mounting plate for 
selectively mounting thereon the interrupter and the disconnector with the grounding switch and, 
at the rear face thereof, with an opening portion for selectively mounting therein a bus bar 
bushing or a cable connecting bushing, and, at the upper or the lower portions thereof, with [...] 
opening for selectively mounting thereto a spacer for hermetically connecting the tanks". The 
aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of the respective 
claims, are believed to render the aforementioned independent claims and all claims dependent 
therefrom allowable over the art of record. 

Further, Examiner has conducted the assignee and inventor name searches in order to 
identify documents with possible double patenting issues. No documents with conflicting claims 
have been identified.
